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Heartbreak 
as dog kills 
family’s cat

THE devastated owners of a cat 
which was attacked and killed by a 
dog in Newmarket last week have ap¬ 
pealed to pet owners to be aware of 
what their animals are capable of and 
keep them under control. 

Five-year-old Tommy was killed by 
a Staffordshire bull terrier in Derby 
Way last Wednesday. 

Tommy’s owner, Angela Stone- 
bridge said: “My husband Andy 
heard it and ran outside. The dog had 
run down the road and attacked our 
cat. He was killed instantly” 

Angela and her sister, Jo Ash, had 
inherited the cat after their grand¬ 
mother died suddenly last year. 

In six months, they said Tommy 
had gone from a shy, indoor cat to 
being “friendly, sociable and con¬ 
tented” and loved being outdoors. 

Jo said: “It’s been a lovely six months 
feeling like we had a good impact on 
his life. But this was heartbreaking 
and we have had a hard time coming

to terms with the attack. I don’t think 
people who are not pet owners fully 
appreciate the attachment you get to 
your pets. He just meant so much.” 

Now, both Angela and Jo want to 
make people aware of the attack and 
urge pet owners to be responsible 
and keep them under control. 

Angela added: “These things could 
be prevented. The PCSO came round, 
but apart from speaking to the dog’s 
owners in a situation like this there is 
nothing more they can do. 

“If it was my dog I wouldn’t want 


it to be taken away but we just need 
some reassurance that steps have 
been taken. These things could be 
prevented.” 

A police spokesman said they were 
called to the incident last Wednesday, 
but it was a civil matter. 

He said: “An officer attended and 
offered some words of advice but it 
is a civil matter and an unfortunate 
accident.” 

A spokesman for the RSPCA said 
that if the dog had been “out of con¬ 
trol”, it could have been a public or¬ 
der offence under the Dangerous 
Dogs Act. 

Otherwise, the RSPCA would only 
investigate incidents where dogs had 
been used to “deliberately attack an¬ 
other animal”.

The amazing 
story of dad 


THE colourful story of a Wing 
Commander and "wooden 
horse hero" is set to be told 
in a new book. 

Jocelyn Blakey has written 
a new book about her father 
Wing Commander Roger H 
Maw DFC. 

During the war, Roger 
flew biplanes, was taken as 
a prisoner of war in Egypt, 
and helped to build a vault 
horse to help other prisoners 
escape. 

With her siblings, 

Jocelyn has written Wapitis , 
Wellingtons and Binderband, 
telling the story of her 
father's life from birth to his 
death and his memories. 

Wapitis, being an old type 
of biplane, Wellington, being 
the plane he flew in the war, 
and Binderband, being a 
thread that "held together 
everything on our farm"; 
Jocelyn said the title was very 
apt. 

She said: "It just tells the

story of his life. He flew 
biplanes, then took on the 
Wellington Bomber, but 
before and after that he 
worked on our farm. 

"He was always making 
things." 

The book, which was 
launched at Mildenhall 
museum, has been 20 years 
in the making, Jocelyn said, 
after people got in touch to 
share their stories about her 
father after his death. 

Jocelyn added: "After his 
death, lots of people wrote 
to us telling us things that 
he had done during the war, 
stories he had never shared 
with us. 

"There was an eye witness 
account of him flying low 
over a German camp with all 
the guns blazing. 

"We took it to the printers 
just for ourselves and the 
printer said this story needs 


to be told. We thought the 

same." 

In 1927 Roger started 
learning to fly biplanes, 
Jocelyn said. 

In wartime, he flew a 
Wellington Bomber before 
he was put into a Prisoner of 
War camp in Egypt. 

During his time, Roger 
built the vault horse that 
eventually allowed three 
people to escape. 

Jocelyn added: "While he 
was in the camp we used to 
write letters back and forth. 
We couldn't do it very often 
but I used to squeeze my 
writing into the two lines 
so I could write as much as 
possible. 

"I was born before the war 
so I remember who dad was 
before he went away to the 
war. He was my best friend."

Former amateur

BEAUTIFUL scenes of 
Newmarket are being fea¬ 
tured in an exhibition in 
London this week. 

Tom Evetts, a landscape 
artist, will be featuring 
the scenes of the town in 
an exhibition called Terra 
Firma at a gallery in Duke 
Street, London.

Tom added: “I worked at 
the sales when I left school 


and it was always some¬ 
where I wanted to return 
to paint. 

“I grew up surrounded 
by horses so when I start¬ 
ed painting. Newmarket 
was one of the first places I 
wanted to return to.” 

Much of the 24-year-old 
artist’s love for Newmar¬ 
ket came from the town’s 
horseracing industry, with 
his sister and her boy¬ 
friend both working in 
racing. 

And his favourite 
painitng? 

He said: “There was one 
painting that I did in 2012 
of Tattersalls in Newmar¬ 
ket.

A S we sit and chat in her 
office at Clarehaven 
Stables, it’s clear that 
Newmarket’s new mayor, 
Rachel Hood, is passionate 
about the town. 

“We have got something 
unique, we have got some¬ 
thing historic in Newmarket. 
There is nowhere else like it 
in the world,” she says. 

Behind the new mayor’s 
shiny chain of office lies a 
very interesting woman. 
Rachel was one of the first 
women accepted to a men’s 
college at Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity, where she became 
the university’s fencing 
champion. 

And it was at Cambridge 
University that Rachel met 
her husband; champion 
racehorse trainer John Gos- 
den. 

While she says she now 
breeds “in a small way” and 
is clearly very involved with 
the 100 horses at their yard 
on Bury Road, Rachel did 
not grow up around racing. 

“My mother used to turn 
the television off when rac¬ 
ing was on,” she says. “But 
I think racing is a fabulous 
sport. The horses are glori¬ 
ous and the more I’ve been 
involved, the more I’ve 
grown to love it and there’s 
really nothing like the thrill 
of winning a race.” 

After university, Rachel 
and her husband moved to 
California where he trained 
and she went to the bar as 
an international lawyer in 
Beverly Hills. “As a woman 
practicing law in Beverly 
Hills, it was a very agreeable 
experience,” Rachel says. “It 
was rather better than the 
musty old male-orientated 
courts in the UK I’m sorry to 
say. It was terrific.” 

The couple returned to the 
UK in 1989 and lived in New¬ 
market for 11 years before 
moving to Wiltshire. 

But it was soon clear that 
Newmarket was where they 
would end up. They headed 
back to the town in 2005. 

“John wanted to train in 
Newmarket,” Rachel ex¬ 
plained. “I remember his 
words were There is nowhere 
I’d want to train but the Bury 
Road in Newmarket’. It’s 
what it’s known for most.” 

And it was the move to the 
iconic tree-lined street that 
prompted the creation of 
the Save Historic Newmar¬ 
ket Action Group (SHNAG), 
which Rachel founded and 
chaired, until she became a 
councillor. 

“One day during John’s 
first season here, some time 
in 2006-2007, I was driv¬ 
ing down the Bury Road 
and saw all these beautiful

thought to myself, you can’t 
chop down trees in a conser¬ 
vation area and disappoint¬ 
ingly, it turned out those 
trees were being chopped 
down to make way for the ul¬ 
tra modern flats on the Bury 
Road, built by a Cambridge 
developer with no contribu¬ 
tion to Newmarket.” 

So SHNAG was formed, 
and the group has since 
been vocal about prospec¬ 
tive developments for New¬ 
market, including Queens- 
bury Lodge and plans for 
Hatchfield Farm. 

“Queensbury Lodge re¬ 
mains an eyesore and has 
been, astonishingly, for over 
20 years now. It was unthink¬ 
able that the site should be 
an enormous Asda. 

“We need to come up with 
a plan for Queensbury Lodge 
with no further delay,” Ra¬ 
chel says. “I’m absolutely 
clear that Newmarket is not, 
and must never become, a 
commuter town for Cam¬ 
bridge. Lord Derby’s Hatch- 
field Farm development has 
been rejected at every possi¬ 
ble opportunity by Newmar¬ 
ket Town Council. 

“This is a very delicate eco 
system here and it needs 
to be treated sensitively 
and not provide fodder for 
a property speculator that 
lives in Liverpool.” 

The racing and breed¬ 
ing industry is also high on 
Rachel’s agenda as mayor, 
being president of the Race¬ 
horse Owners Association. 

Rachel says: “I think it’s 
very important to recognise 
the contribution of the rac¬ 
ing and breeding industry 


and have joined-up thinking 
about how to promote it for 
the benefit of the people of 
Newmarket,” she says. 

“My mission is to serve the 
people of Newmarket and 
to promote the economic 
prosperity of the racing and 
breeding industry for the 
benefit of everyone.” 

Rachel believes the Na¬ 
tional Horseracing Museum, 
of which she is a trustee, is a 
“pivotal influence for New¬ 
market”, which will help to 
regenerate the High Street. 

“It’s no secret that a lot of 
people have been working 
very hard to improve the 
High Street,” she says. 

“I hope the National 
Horseracing Museum will 
contribute to that. 

“There’s this joined-up 
thinking now where every¬ 
body, I hope, is recognsing 
that altogether, we can make 
a difference. 

“The racing and breed¬ 
ing industry has some very 
philanthropic people in it 
and I’m hopeful that the big 
picture of Newmarket can be 
looked at so that we can as¬ 
sist the many people that are 
working very hard in order 
to promote Newmarket.” 

Rachel added : “I am pas¬ 
sionate about Newmarket 
and I believe that Newmar¬ 
ket is unique,” she says. 
“There’s nowhere else like 
it.” 

And it’s clear her new role 
as mayor is very important 
to her. 

“I said to my husband the 
day after I was elected, Tight 
there’s only 364 days left now 
and I haven’t done anything 
yet!”’

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A midlife crisis drove him to write novels - and all 
six of them became bestsellers. Can Fordham-based 
Harry Sidebottom strike gold again with his seventh, 
Iron & Rust ? EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM meets him. 




A SK an author why they began 
writing, and they usually muse 
about 'a lifelong dream' or even 
'an unstoppable force within me'. Harry 
Sidebottom is rather more blunt. 

"It was a midlife crisis moment," he 
shrugs. "Rather than buy a sports car and 
have an affair with my secretary - because 
I couldn't afford a sports car, and I didn't 
have a secretary - I thought 'OK, you've 
always droned on about wanting to be a 
novelist, if you don't actually try, you are 
going to be the bitter old boy sitting in a 
retirement home, dribbling 'If only . . 

Within six years Harry had written six 
novels - all of which became Sunday Times 
top 10 bestsellers; his seventh, Iron & Rust , 
was released last week. 

He admits he can't believe it's happened 
so fast: "At moments I still pinch myself and 
think 'Is it real?"' he exclaims. "Am I going 
to wake up and it's all going to be taken 
away from me?" 

Harry's books are all set during the 
Roman Empire, and his characters are in 
safe hands: the 55-year-old is an Oxford 
don who specialises in classical history. But 
banish all images of a meek and tweedy 
academic from your mind. Frank, funny 
and very sweary, Harry is, ironically, the 
most un-bookish person you'd ever meet. 

The son of a racehorse trainer, he grew 
up in Fordham, in the house he now shares 
with his wife Lisa and sons Tom, 10, and 
Jack, 6. 

To begin with, his father hoped Harry 
might follow in his footsteps: "He had me 
in a basket saddle on a donkey before I 
could walk, and I was riding thoroughbreds 
by the time I was about 12," recalls Harry. 
"But because Dad pushed me into it a bit, 
as soon as I became a teenager I thought 
'Right, I'm not doing that any more'." 

At the time, a career in classical history 
looked even less likely than anything horse- 
related: at King's Ely, Harry was taught Latin 
by "an old vicar called Spud, who wrote 
'amo, amas, amat' on the blackboard and 
we repeated it. God, it was dull." 

Initially, Harry hoped to go to Oxford 
University, as his father had before him, 
"but I did no work at all at Ely Sixth Form 
College." Instead he read archaeology 
at Lancaster, then 
switched to classics 
and did a Masters at 
Manchester before 
heading off to do his 
doctorate in the city of 
dreaming spires. 

"Going to Oxford 
was a horrible reality 
check for me, because 
I'd got really used 
to being the clever 
boy in the classics 
department," he says. 

"Then I arrived at 


HAP' _ K , 
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Corpus, the classics college, and it was just 
rammed with people who were cleverer 
than me." 

He clearly did something right, though: 
Harry is currently a lecturer at Oxford's 
Lincoln College, and a fellow of St Benet's 
Hall. 

As with all dons, Harry writes serious 
academic books - an encyclopedia of 
ancient battles comes out later this year. But 
it's his novels, published in 16 languages, 
that have really made his name. 

The first, written following that midlife 
crisis, was Fire in the East. "It's got an 
incredibly simple plot - there's a journey, 
a siege, and right from the start the reader 
knows there's traitors in the camp - and I 
kept sentence structure short, and limited 
my vocab." 

It worked. Snapped up by Penguin, the 
book became a bestseller. How did it feel? 
"It was one of the most exciting moments of 
my life," says Harry simply. 

Harry's first six books make up a series 
called Warrior of Rome. 

"They're exciting novels, full of intrigue 
and action, in an exotic setting. But at 
another level, they do painlessly teach 
people about history," says Harry. 

And the Romans, he adds, will always 
fascinate us. "It could be the decadence 
and excess in the popular imagination: 
it's all gladiators and orgies, isn't it?" he 
laughs. "No, in some ways the Romans are 
incredibly like us: you only have one wife, 
and usually two or three children. But at 
the same time, an upper-class Roman has a 
big houseful of slaves that, male or female, 
he can have sex with when he wants. So 
in some senses they seem so like us, and 
then at other moments they're as alien as 
something in a fantasy novel." 

With Iron & Rust - the first in a new 
trilogy called Throne of the Caesars - Harry 
has written from multiple viewpoints, "so 
you go from the Emperor and the good 
and the great right down to the criminals 
and prostitutes in the slums. My publishers 
are billing it as 7 Claudius meets Game of 
Thrones meets Wolf Hall'." 

Harry is also a familiar face for fans of 
The History Channel. As a 'talking head' on 
the show Ancient Discoveries, there are, he 
says, "lots of shots of me looking shifty in 
a quad". 

But for now, the 
TV work is taking a 
definite backseat so 
that Harry can steam 
ahead with the next 
books in the trilogy. 
But although he's 
staying in Ancient 
Rome for the time 
being, there are plans afoot 
for some very different genres in the 
future - and judging by his track record, 
they're likely to be a big fat success. 


Did you

“Socially, the develop¬ 
ment will create much 
needed housing provi¬ 
sion for local people. 

“The development 


process itself promotes 
jobs within the con¬ 
struction industry that 
will see existing busi¬ 
nesses benefit. 

“It will help bring new 
businesses into the area, 
new residents may bring 
their own businesses, 
new families will bring 
young children for the 
schools and nurseries in 
the area and the mixture 
of old and new residents 
will aid in the develop¬ 
ing social network that is 
needed for local econo¬ 
mies to prosper.” 

On site parking will 
provide two off-road 
spaces, with one-and-a-

“This clearly demon¬ 
strates that the site is 
a sustainable location 
which provides oppor¬ 
tunities for sustainable 
travel, not only within 
the village but via the 
local bus network to the 
surrounding areas.”

Man sold drugs to 
undercover officer 


A MAN who travelled to 
Newmarket to sell ille¬ 
gal drugs - and even sold 
some to an undercover 
police officer - has been 
given six months to turn 
his life around. 

Kevin Brock, 47, ap¬ 
peared on Wednesday, 
May 21, at Ipswich Crown 
Court after he was caught 
when he tried to sell heroin 
to a police officer as part of 
an undercover operation. 

The court heard that 
Brock was one of a number 
of people arrested during 
the operation in July last 
year.

The police operation 
was designed to disrupt 
the selling and supply of 
Class A drugs, such as her¬ 
oin, in Newmarket. 

Brock, of Kingsley Av¬ 
enue, Elm, Wisbech, had 
pleaded guilty to supply¬ 
ing heroin and being con¬ 
cerned in the supply of 
crack cocaine. 

He had also pleaded 
guilty to handling a stolen 
stamp album. 

On the drug charges, 
Brock had supplied a £20 


wrap to an undercover of¬ 
ficer in Newmarket, the 
court heard. 

Marc Brown, defending, 
said that since his arrest, 
his client had received se¬ 
rious injuries in a car ac¬ 
cident. 

The accident meant that 
he had been confined to 
a bed in hospital for three 
months. 

Brock has also been re¬ 
ceiving help in order to 
tackle his addiction to am¬ 
phetamine. 

The court was told that 
Brock was anxious to “turn 
his life around”. 


Judge Rupert Overbury 
agreed to defer sentencing 
him for six months until 
November 20, in order to 
allow Brock’s ongoing ad¬ 
diction recovery to con¬ 
tinue. 

In the meantime, he was 
given an electronically 
monitored curfew until 
he is sentenced at Ipswich 
Crown Court later this 
year. 

Before leaving the court 
last Wednesday, Brock was 
told by Judge Overbury: 
“You have made real ef¬ 
forts and that has im¬ 
pressed me.” 


Boy bitten by dog while cycling in Mildenhall

Improvements 
see units filled

INDUSTRIAL units in Milden- 
hall have been filled with thriv¬ 
ing new businesses thanks to 
an improvement initiative by 
Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC). 

And in Newmarket, all of the 
council-owned industrial units 
have been filled, FHDC have 
said. 

After working to improve 
them this year, just eight of 
the 50 council-owned units in 
Mildenhall remain empty, with 
five of these units in Gregory 
Road set to undergo refurbish¬ 
ment work. 

Councillors hope work to 
combine smaller units into 
larger business premises, as 
well as installation of new 
roofs and frontages, will attract 
businesses to the properties 
and get them filled. 

Cllr David Bowman, portfo¬ 
lio holder for economic devel¬ 
opment, said: “We have been 
pushing to make sure that 
those that fell into disrepair in

the past, for whatever reason, 
are brought back up to scratch 
and are re-let. 

“Not only that, we are also 
using the money from the 
sales of some of these units to 
create new industrial business 
premises at locations where 
we know that the demand is 
high.” 

West Suffolk Property, who 
are part of FHDC, have been 


working to sell industrial units 
in Mildenhall and Brandon, 
while also investing money to 
bring other empty properties 
back into use. 

The council have said ap¬ 
proximately 40 new jobs have 
been created as a result of the 
initiative. 

Around the Forest Heath 
area, the councl owns 107 in¬ 
dustrial units, some of which 
date back to the 1960s and 
1970s. 

Leader of Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, Cllr James wa¬ 
ters, said: “Aas a council we are 
acting more commercially to 
cater for our supply and de¬ 
mand. 

“We know of firms that need 
industrial premises to expand. 
Our work will help them to do 
so, creating new jobs and ben- 
efitting our economy. 

Cllr Waters added: “And it 
also means that we will receive 
more rentail income and busi¬ 
ness rates, which will allow us 
to further invest in our growing 
economy. 

“It is a win win scenario.”

Da Do Run Run, a “prom¬ 
ising middle distance per¬ 
former” who was due to run 
at Newmarket on the even¬ 
ing of the accident on May 
15 is being treated for a frac¬ 
tured skull and pelvis. 

Trainer Brian Meehan 
said: “We will have to see 
how he progresses but it is 
going to be a long road and, 
at this stage, he is unlikely to 
realise his full potential. 

“The plan had been to run 
at Newmarket and then take 
him to the Doncaster Spring 
Sale where he was expected 
to do well.” 

Two other horses in the

horsebox returned to Mr 
Meehan’s yard in Wiltshire, 
while another continued his 
journey to Newmarket the 
day after the accident. 

But the fifth member of 
the team, Pistolero, who 
was due to accompany the 
racehorses on the way to the 
start, had to be put down as 
a result of his injuries at the 
Equine Hospital on Thurs¬ 
day evening. 

Mr Meehan added: “Every¬ 
one here loved Pistolero. 

“He was such a popular 
member of the team and 
such a big help to us in keep¬ 
ing some of the more excite- 
able horses calm. 

“The place is not the same 
without him and his loss is 
felt on a daily basis.” 

Staff who were involved in 


the accident have received 
counselling and returned to 
work at the end of last week. 

Mr Meehan added: “The 
staff who were on board the 
box have felt able to return 
to work. However, they have 
received and will continue to 
have access to counselling. 

“Numerous witnesses 
from the scene have been 
in contact with me to say 
that their professional¬ 
ism under such pressure 
was commendable. We are 
all very proud of them and 
thankful under the circum¬ 
stances. Obviously, all of our 
thoughts and prayers are 
with the bereaved.” 

A 53-year-old man and 
a 45-year-old woman died 
in the crash. A 49-year-old 
lorry driver was arrested on 
suspicion of causing death 
by dangerous driving.

OLIVIA Laing’s writing has beauty 
and bite. It’s a pleasing combination. 
Her first book To The River is a 
hybrid of travelogue, memoir, 
history and personal therapy, 
blooming with botanical references, 
all weaved seamlessly into a 
beguiling account of a week spent 
alone walking the Ouse, the Sussex 
river in which Virginia Woolf 
drowned. 

The idea for the book became a 
reality after she lost her job as deputy 
books editor on the Observer (ouch) 
and her relationship ‘went south’. 

But the cloud of her personal loss 
is the readers’ silver lining; it’s a 
mesmerising read. 

“I wanted to make a journey and 
write about grief, loss and landscape. 
Everything about the book was kind 
of dreamy. The physical journey going 
on holds everything else together.” 

Olivia gives glimpses of her own 
life which, in part, became undone 
when Matthew, her once-beloved, 
leaves to move back home, north, 
away from Olivia’s equally beloved 
South Downs - she lived in Brighton 
for 17 years. She couldn’t follow and 
he couldn’t stay. 

A love of place can be powerfully 
felt and Olivia immerses herself in 
the landscape of the Ouse as if to 
obliterate everything else. She makes 
her solitary journey following the 
path of the river, from source to sea, 
reflecting on the flowing water and 
surrounding terrain, imagining the 
ghosts of people who once trod the 
same ground, swam the same pools. 
Her musings are lyrical and her ability 
to see and describe the natural world 
astonishing. 

“I don’t think you can have the 


same experiences when you are 
walking with somebody else. You are 
not listening, attentive in the same 
way,” she says. “Making that journey 
made me feel more at home in that 
place. I didn’t have a phone or a 
laptop which made it very sensory in 
my mind. I was fully there, present 
in the journey, which is so unusual 
nowadays.” 

Her second and latest book, The 
Trip to Echo Spring: Why Writers 
Drink, written in a similar signature 
cocktail of memoir, analysis and 
biography, explores liquid of another 
kind: alcohol and the relationship 
between a hand-picked number 
of heavyweight American male 
writers - John Cheever, Raymond 
Carver, Tennessee Williams, F Scott 
Fitzgerald, Ernest Hemingway and 
John Berryman - and booze. The title 
comes from a line in Williams’ play 
Cat on a Hot Tin Roof, when troubled 
alcoholic Brick refers to his all-too- 
habitual use of the drinks cabinet as a 
‘trip to Echo Spring’. It’s impeccably 
researched and intelligently written 
without requiring the reader to have 
knowledge of the writers featured or 
an interest in alcohol. Olivia, however, 
has both. 

“Alcoholism is such a tough 
subject. People often have their 
own experiences of it, or their own 
drinking they are worried about, so 
it’s quite a hard subject to approach 
for almost everybody.” 

But it’s a great read because 
Olivia is a wonderful writer and 
one who chooses her subjects well, 
including John Cheever’s short story 
The Swimmer. It describes a sun- 
filled journey home, via a ‘liquid 
path of swimming pools’ taken by 
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the character Neddy Merrill, 
who, on his way, enjoys drink 
after drink, served by the pools 
on his neighbour’s terraces. 

As Neddy consumes more 
drinks the shimmering story 
becomes fractured and fuzzy; 
memory and reality combine in 
a nauseous mix only clearing 
for the tragic and sobering 
end. It’s beautifully done and 
leaves the reader reeling with a 
swimming head and a broken 
heart; Olivia feels the pain of the 
alcoholic and her writing brings 
tenderness to the subject. 

“Reading about the writers' 
lives, especially the ones who 
tried to stop drinking and 
couldn’t, made me feel, by 
the end, a genuine sense of 
compassion. It is a disease and 
an awful disease and it affects 
everyone so badly.” 

Olivia is currently landlocked, 
living in Cambridge for the past 
year, away from the swell of the 
sea, but has Jesus Green lido to 
meet her aquatic needs. 

“I fell in love with Cambridge 
really. I used to come up to visit 
friends for the weekend and 
always had the most heavenly 
time. There’s a river here to 
swim in and the lido, which I’m 
absolutely obsessed with. It’s so 
gorgeous,” says Olivia. “I swam 
there all last summer. There’s 
lots of people of different ages 
and women swimming in their 
80s and 90s, which I just find 
so encouraging. And there’s the 
Riverbank Club. I’ve got my 
membership form and will join 
this summer.” 

Much like her conversation, 
Olivia’s writing style is 
compelling, intoxicatingly 
brilliant; it leaves you wanting 
more. She is the current 
Eccles British Library Writer in 
Residence and her writing has 
attracted shortlist nominations, 
literary awards, tributes and 
sparkling reviews like bees to 
honey. 

Her route to such 
accomplishments was not direct 
and went, for quite some time, 
alarmingly off-road; she turned 
down a place at Cambridge 
University for the more radical 
curriculum at Sussex and 
did not complete her English 
literature degree, dropping 
out to join a road protest near 
Weymouth before living feral 
for a few months in a field 10 
miles outside of Brighton. But 
while she lived in her own DIY 
version of a bender (a summer 
dwelling of Romany Gypsies), 
she read a lot and observed 
everything around her. It was 
not an Oxbridge education but, 
she says, ‘taught me how to stop 
and look’. 

Eventually, Olivia knuckled 
down and trained to be a 
medical herbalist (the planting 
in her Cambridge garden is

exquisite). “It took five years 
because it’s like a medical 
degree but with some added 
botany, pharmacology and plant 
knowledge. It was really, really 
tough.” She felt she had to finish 
what she’d started but knew she 
was in the wrong life. “It was 
quite a strong feeling,” she says. 

She completed a one-year 
journalism course at Brighton 
College and that changed 
everything when a work 
experience slot landed Olivia on 
the books desk at the Observer, 
working with Robert McCrum: 
“The door to my future opened.” 
When McCrum’s deputy left 
in 2005, Olivia’s critical eye 
was required and she was ‘pole 
vaulted into the life I’d always 
wanted’. Her perfect job lasted 
for four years until the economic 
crash brought redundancies 
thick and fast to newspapers. “It 
was heart-breaking. I remember 
being in the office loos sobbing 
because I was so upset.” 

With only one month’s salary 
to live off she had to act quickly. 
Olivia turned down a job offer 
to focus on selling a book - her 
own. 

“I knew I wanted to be a 
writer and if I didn’t take this 
opportunity I would never 
do it. I wrote a proposal and, 
amazingly, Canongate bought 
it, which was lucky as there 
really was no safety net at all. 
Somebody once said to me that 
there’s a very small window in a 
woman’s life to write books and, 
if you don’t take it, it closes.” 

Olivia says her byline for 
years had claimed she was 
working on a book about the 
River Ouse and Virginia Woolf. 

“I wasn’t! It was a vague idea 
I thought would be nice but it 
happened when I lost my job 
and my relationship went south. 
That changed the idea of the 
book from something abstract to 
a reality. It came to life.” 

She’s always read books. “I 
was an obsessive reader, it’s all I 
did. My family will still groan if 
I pick up a book over Christmas 
as they know I will just vanish 
and not talk to them for the 
next few hours. And I’ve always 
read very, very fast. The years 
of reviewing paperbacks for the

Observer, when you had to do 
seven in a week, really trained 
me in that too.” 

As a child she loved The Wind 
in the Willows and The Secret 
Garden. “Quite naturey books -1 
liked reading about the outside. 
And pony books. I loved those.” 

Her family is well-read. 

“There were always books 
everywhere. Although my dad’s 
a chemist, he had stacks of 
books around. My mum ended 
up doing an English degree as an 
adult and then a PhD at Trinity, 
which is very impressive.” 

But her fa mi ly was not 
without its dark spots. As 
she states in Echo Springs, in 
a rather hit-and-run style: “I 
became a reader because tracts 
of my life were unendurable.” 
Then she’s back on to Cheever, 
revealing only a sliver of her 
own remembered pain. 

Olivia is, though, open about 
her own interest in alcoholism 
which is rooted in the time 
after her father left home, when 
Olivia lived with her mother, 
her mother’s alcoholic partner 
and, at times, chaos and violent 
outbursts. 

“It was a nightmare writing 
Echo. Hellish. It was really 
painful and I did most of it in 
America,” she says. “There is 
such a taboo, such a sense of 
secrecy in an alcoholic family. 
Breaking that was way harder 
than I thought it would be and 
I had to be away, in New York, 
to do it. I never wanted to put 
an awful lot of my story into it, 
never wanted that to be the main 
element. But it was so hard to 
get down that I ended up putting 
in as little as possible.” 

However, the process 
of writing the book was 
transformational. “The subject 
became talked about as a family, 
what happened was discussed. 

It was healing and good for all 
of us.” 

Currently Olivia is busy 
writing her next book, The 
Lonely City: Adventures in the 
Art of Being Alone, part memoir 
mixed with cross-currents of 
loneliness, sex, technology and 
art. Did it spring from her spell 
living in New York, I wonder? 
Was it a lonely time? I’ll have to 
wait for the book to find out. But 
I am sure of one thing. Wherever 
Olivia’s curiosity takes her, 
readers will follow.

New rules for 
horse imports 


AN appeal has been launched 
to help protect British horses 
as they travel abroad. 

Currently, horses can move 
between the UK and France 
without health checks. But a 
revised Tripartite Agreement 
(TPA) has come into force, 
thanks to an appeal by World 
Horse Welfare (WHW). 

Horses travelling between 
Britain and France will now 
need a health certificate 
signed by a vet. 

Roly Owers, chief executive 
of WHW, said: “This change 
was needed and has been

called for by World Horse 
Welfare and the wider sector. 

“Simply the prebious TPA 
was unenforceable and an 
open door for equine disease 
to enter the UK, and there 
was evidence of it being used 
to transport vulnerable hors¬ 
es and ponies of a low value 
across the Channel.” 

The organisation revealed 
the “shocking truth” of im¬ 
ported and exported hors¬ 
es which were not being 
checked. 


In 48 hours, 91 vehicles 
passed capable of carrying 
two to 20 horses each and 
were not checked. 

Mr Owers added: “Without 
accurate records of horses 
which travelled through the 
port, there’s no way of know¬ 
ing the origin, state of health, 
or destination of these hors¬ 
es. As for regulation, this 
decision will only be worth¬ 
while if effectively enforced 
and, sadly, the evidence of 
basic compliance checks at 
our borders is not something 
we have seen yet.”

JAMES Arthur has obviously been taken 
aside and had a word with. 

And by "had a word with”, I mean 
threatened to within an inch of his 
tattooed, talent-show-winning life. 
Presumably not by the PR he publicly 
sacked on Twitter... 

Journalistically speaking, it's a gutting 
state of affairs. No blurting, no swearing, 
no moaning, no hating on Simon Cowell? 
The Middlesbrough-born 2012 X Factor 
winner has gone and straightened out his 
image. 

It was inevitable really; there's only so 
much railing against the man and your 
record label you can do before getting 
slapped back down. 

After feuding online with Cowell, 
ranting on social media and badmouthing 
fellow X Factor winners, in Arthur's case, 
the tipping point came last November 
when he made a homophobic insult in a 
diss track aimed at MC Micky Worthless.

showcase my abilities as a musician. So 
yeah, I'm really thankful, really grateful 
towards the X Factor."

Beating the adorable Jahmene Douglas 
in the ninth series of the show under the 
tutelage of Nicole Scherzingher, Arthur 
won viewers over with something the 
show hadn't seen too much of before: 
credibility. Crossing soul, rock and rap, he 
was pretty cute too, in a stubbly, denim- 
shirted kind of way. With a background 
of school suspensions, foster homes and 
sleeping rough, he was also an underdog 
overcoming the odds, bringing his family 
back together by singing on the telly. 

It was actually a shame to see him fall 
so quickly into a brutish, self-destructive 
spiral, lashing out and letting fame get 
to him. 

"I've definitely got to grips with it now,” 
he says, admitting: "I was in a bit of a 
dark place before and I was a bit angry 
at not having control in certain areas but 
obviously I've learnt that I've got a lot of 
work to do before I can really take hold 
of everything and do everything myself. 
You've gotta work hard and you've gotta 
gain the respect of everybody.” 

So far this year there's been no online 
spats and no public fallings out - 


although his just-released mix tape, 

All The World's A Stage, could 
change that with its terrorism 
references and thickly-layered 
profanities. "I've done and 
said things in the last year or 
so that have maybe portrayed 
me as negative and I'm upset 
about that because I'm a really 
positive person,” he says. "I 
wanna be famous for making 
great music, I don't wanna be 
famous for being outspoken. I 
guess I've learnt to just do what I know 
how to do.” 

The thing is, slate him for his behaviour, 
but his voice isn't half bad. His debut 
self-titled album peaked at Number 2 
in the charts, and his singles Impossible 
and You're Nobody ‘Til Somebody Loves 
You have enough pop hooks and R&B 
currents to properly "get a crowd going”.

As her latest heroine takes to the

YOU wouldn’t think it, but 
Jacqueline Wilson can sound quite 
devious. 

"If you have kids going through 
a hard time in Victorian days, even 
though I try and write about it 
as realistically as I can, it doesn't 
seem to upset protective mums 
as much as my modern books," 
laughs the oft-labelled "kindly 
auntie" of children's fiction. 

Despite her popularity, the 
prolific writer (she's working on 
her 100th tale), has come in for 
quite a bit of sniping since her days 
working on teen magazine Jackie, 
usually from the aforementioned 
overprotective mums who think 
her books are too gritty, too 
revealing and too grown-up. 

That of course, if you have 
any sense, is absolute rubbish. 
Whether you're a girl in your 
mid-20s (like me) who learnt 
everything she knows about boys 
from Wilson's Girls in Love series, 
or are 11 and being gently nudged 
and helped through the knots and 


book in a series about Hetty, a 
little girl abandoned by her mother 
at a Victorian foundling hospital. 

"Her story is quite dramatic," 
explains Wilson, on why Hetty has 
struck such a chord with readers. 

"I think it's quite easy to be drawn 
into her story because she has 
probably the worst start in life, 
being handed over to a foundling 
hospital when she's only a few 
days old, but she's such a spirited, 
funny little thing." 

The book has been adapted by 
Emma Reeves, who's contributed 
to many Tracy Beaker TV scripts, 
and sounds rather fun, packed 
with circus skills and acrobatics. 
Wilson is thrilled with the casting 
of Hetty too, which bodes 
well."I've met Pheobe Thomas, 
the actress who's going to be 
playing Hetty and she is just so 
right for the part; she's small, she's 
spirited, she's got lovely long, 
naturally red hair. I mean she just 
looks made to be a Hetty!" 

Now working on book 100 
("a very long novel about an 
Edwardian girl this time,") Wilson 
cites Hetty Feather her favourite 
to date. "For so many years I've 
written very contemporary stories 
and loved to do it too, but it's 
lovely to have a complete change."

worries of school and home, that 
woman is an absolute wonder. 

"It bothers me that people 
sometimes feel they know what's 
in my stories without having read 
them," Wilson muses, without 
anger. "I think they're quite moral 
stories and I've seen several times 
someone saying, ‘oh, Jacqueline 
Wilson, her stories are about drugs 
and sex', and actually there's no 
drugs in my books, no sex in my 
books." 

The beauty of the Wilson is that 
she's honest and doesn't treat 
children like fools who don't know 
what's going on around them. 
What she does write about is 
"children going through a hard 
time. Certainly I do write about 
parents divorcing, parents getting 
ill, I do touch on a lot of troubling 


things but I always try and end 
with a positive note." 

Which is why she's sold more 
than 30 million books in the UK. 

Tackling divorce, abuse, foster 
care, mental illness, homelessness, 
grief and all the toughest parts 
that come with realising your 
parents don't have all the answers, 
or even a fraction of the answers 
at times, her stories (beautifully 
illustrated by Nick Sharratt), make 
you weep, laugh and think. 

Here's hoping the Rose Theatre 
Kingston captures these qualities 
in the new stage version of Hetty 
Feather, Wilson's newest character 
threatening the reign of the loud 
mouthed, curly haired Tracy 
Beaker as her most loved creation. 

Coming to Cambridge Arts

BLENDED (I2A, 117 mins) 

LIGHTNING doesn’t strike thrice for Adam 
Sandler and Drew Barrymore in Blended. 

In 1998, the two stars fell in love to a 
soundtrack of Nena, Culture Club and The 
Thompson Twins in The Wedding Singer. 

Six years later, they turned on the charm 
in 50 First Dates. 

Now, Sandler and Barrymore try in vain 
to kindle the same irresistible spark in Frank 
Coraci's romantic comedy of mismatched 
single parents. 

Ivan Menchell and Clare Sera's script 
has a few nice moments of laughter and 
heart-warming sentiment including some 
surprisingly moving discussions between 
a father and his children about grief and 
remembrance. 

Unfortunately, tenderness is offset by 
exaggerated physical comedy and cloying 
sentiment, which manipulates our emotions 
to ensure every parent has tears glistening 
in their eyes as the credits roll. 

The two screenwriters struggle to 
interweave a surfeit of gooey subplots 


around the central romance and 
consequently only have enough screen time 
to embellish supporting characters with a 
single discernible trait: the daughter who 
hides her femininity behind a pudding bowl 
haircut; the son nurturing an unhealthy 
obsession with his babysitter; the genial 
resort host who continually mispronounces 
a Greek surname. 

Lauren Reynolds (Drew Barrymore) is a 
single mother with two sons, 13-year-old 
Brendan (Braxton Beckham) and nine- 
year-old Tyler (Kyle Red Silverstein), who 
have been let down badly by her unreliable 
ex-husband (Joel McHale). 

Single father Jim Friedman (Adam 
Sandler) lost his wife to cancer and is now 
primary care-giver to three daughters, 
15-year-old Hilary (Bella Thorne), 12-year- 
old Espn (Emma Fuhrmann) and four-year- 
old Lou (AlyviaAlyn Lind). 

Fate conspires to throw Lauren and Jim 
together on a disastrous blind date. 

The parents vow never to see each other 
again and take their respective broods on a 


South African safari adventure. 

As luck would have it, they are forced to 
share the same family-sized suite. 

Battle lines are drawn between the 
dysfunctional Reynolds and Friedman clans 
but animosity mellows into unexpected 
attraction as Lauren and Jim realise they 
could be the missing pieces in each other's 
haphazard lives. 

Director Coraci, who helmed The 
Wedding Singer, is powerless to perform 
the same alchemy 16 years later and 
musical interludes courtesy of the African 
resort's singing host (Terry Crews) fall flat. 

Sandler and Barrymore catalyse screen 
chemistry which feels more like sibling 
affection than simmering passion, and their 
couple's first kiss looks awkward. 

Younger cast are more convincing in 
underwritten roles, especially Bella Thorne, 
who transforms from tomboy into prom 
queen after a visit to the resort's spa in 
a scene reminiscent of the 1999 teen 
romance She's All That. Alas, Blended isn't 
all that, not by a long shot.

THERE are some combinations that make life 
feel better - strawberries and cream, roast 
beef and Yorkshire pudding, gin and tonic... 
but for me, one of the classic combinations 
which will always bring a heavenly note to 
summer is the pairing of clematis and roses. 

They not only complement 
each other colour-wise, the 
rich blues and purples of the 
clematis contrasting beautifully 
with the colour palette of the 
rose, but they also enjoy similar 
growing conditions as both 
need a rich, fertile soil, regular 
feeding with fertilisers high in 
potash and nitrogen and plenty 
of watering during the growing 
season. 

Early season clematis, such 
as C alpina and C macropetala, 
with their bushy habits, are 
naturally suited to training up and masking 
the bare stems of climbing and rambler roses. 

Among the favourite combinations in my 
garden is the David Austin English rose, Rosa 
'Gertrude Jekyll', which produces beautiful, 
blousy deep pink fragrant blooms in summer 
and the Clematis 'Nelly Moser', a soft pink- 
and-white candy striped hybrid which twines 
itself around the rose during the summer. 


Clematis can cling gently to other plants by 
twining their leaf stalks around other stems 
or supports and will not strangle a rose they 
are growing through. 

When choosing a combination, the easiest 
option is to go for clematis that flower 
on the current 
season's growth 
as these bloom 
in late summer 
and autumn and 
are pruned in late 
winter to early 
spring, at the same 
time as roses. 

Some large- 
flowering clematis 
bloom in late spring 
and early summer 
on wood produced 
the previous year. 
These can be grown through roses but you 
need to prune them when their first flowers 
have faded, which you can do while you're 
dead-heading the rose. 

Early to midsummer-flowering types, 
including C 'Lasurstern' and C 'Marie 
Boisselot', benefit from being thinned to five 
or six shoots before they are tied into a rose. 
Fewer flowers may result but these will be 


larger and more evenly spaced, resulting in a 
more balanced display. 

Effective contrasts include the mauve 
Clematis 'Prince Charles' with the soft yellow 
rose 'The Pilgrim'. The clematis has fairly 
small blooms and suits the shorter habit of 
the rose. Clematis 'Arctic Queen', with its 
bold white flowers, sets off the delicate pink 
of Rosa 'Cornelia'. 

If you have a larger area to cover such as 
an archway or pergola, climbers are ideal 
for providing a living curtain of colour. The 
white blooms of the Rosa 'Climbing Iceberg' 
combine beautifully with the deep mauve 
blooms of Clematis 'Lasurstern', which will 
train over an arch to create both a visual 
showstopper and a fragrance sensation. 
Alternatively, Clematis 'Romantika' drips with 
amazing inky-purple flowers and makes a 
perfect companion for a pale climbing rose. 

Some combinations work fantastically well 
in pots, especially on obelisks, which give 
their growth plenty of support, but you'll 
need a really large pot because a climbing 
rose can make a lot of growth. Try matching 
Rosa 'Snow Goose', a small repeat-flowering 
rambler with fragrant pompom white petals, 
with C. 'The President', which bares deep 
purple flowers from late spring to early 
autumn.

The five-year-old brother to the 
peerless Frankel made every yard in 
running out victorious by a length and 
a quarter. 

His triumph completed a golden 
last month in which he has won back- 
to-back Group 3s, capped by the 
weekend success in Ireland. 

Lady Cecil, who was record¬ 
ing a first Group One victory as a 
trainer, reported that the Prince Khalid 
Abdullah-owned Noble Mission is in 
good fettle after his latest exertions 
and that although there is no immedi¬ 
ate target, that the Coral Eclipse Stakes 
on July 5 will be considered. 

Lady Cecil said: “We were all thrilled 
by Noble Mission’s victory in Ireland. It 
means so much on a number of levels. 

“Firstly, I am especially pleased for 
Prince Khalid, whose decision to keep 
the horse in training as a five-year-old 
has been rewarded. 

“I am delighted, too, for my assistant 
George Scott and all the staff at Warren 
Place. 

“While we have not decided on his 
next race, he has certainly earned the 
right to continue at Group 1 level. He 
is already entered in the Eclipse and 
will be put in other top-class races at a 
mile and a quarter. 

“We wouldn’t rule out returning to 
a mile and a half, either. But we will 
take a bit of time and make a plan 
once we’ve discussed options with the 
Prince and Lord Grimthorpe.” 


Kingman can now be prepared to 
exact revenge on Night Of Thunder at 
Royal Ascot after his success in Satur¬ 
day’s Tattersalls Irish 2,000 Guineas. 

Trainer John Gosden made a very 
late decision to allow the colt to take 
his chance after walking ground on 
the Curragh which was officially soft 
to heavy but it posed no problem as 
he quickened five lengths away from 
Shifting Power. 

Kingman had thrashed Night Of 
Thunder in the Greenham Stakes at 
Newbury but lost his unbeaten record 
to the Richard Hannon-trained colt in 
the QIPCO 2000 Guineas at Newmar¬ 
ket. And the pair are now heading for 
the St James’s Palace Stakes on June 17. 

Abdullah Abdullah had another 
notable success on Saturday via 
three-year-old Joyeuse, who took a 
six-furlong Listed race at Haydock 
under Ryan Moore. 

She had been only 11th in the 
QIPCO 1000 Guineas and racing 
manager Teddy Grimthorpe said: “She 
did it nicely and it was a good ride 
from Ryan. 

“It was nice to see her back on 
form. There aren’t many options for 
sprinting fillies and we’ll be studying 
the programme book.” 

And trainer Clive Brittain is confi¬ 
dent Rizeena will be back in peak con¬ 
dition in time to contest the Corona¬ 
tion Stakes at Royal Ascot next month 
after she was withdrawn from the Irish 
1,000 Guineas last weekend after she 
was found to have a minor trickle of 
blood from her nose after exercise. 

But she was scooped and it was
